WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—()— 
A brother of the late William P. 
Connery Jr., co-author of the ad- 
ministration’s wage and hour bill, 
proposed today that the Connery 
name be removed from the legis- 
lation. 

Lawrence Connery, who suc- 
ceeded his brother as a Democratic 
representative from Massachusetts,

On several occasions, however, 
acts of Japanese armed forces 
have violated the rights of the 
United States, have seriously en- 
dangered the lives of American 
nationals and have 
American property. In several 
instances, the Japanese govern- 
ment has admitted the facts, has 
expressed regrets, and has given 
assurance that every precaution 
will be taken against recurrence 
of such incidents. 

In the present case, acts of 
Japanese armed forces have 
taken place.in complete disre- 
gard of American rights, have 
taken American life, and have 
destroyed American property, 
both public and private. 

In these circumstances, the 
government of the United States 
requests and exfects of the Jap- 
anese government a formally re- 
corded expression of regret, an 
undertaking to make complete 
and comprehensive indemnifica- 
tions, and an assurance that 
definite and specific steps have 
been taken which will insure 
that hereafter American nation- 
als, interests and property in 
China will not be subjected to at- 
tack by Japanese armed forces or 
unlawful interference by any 
Japanese authorities or forces 
whatsoever.

sideration.

standpoint of progressive and ef- 
fective education. 

2. Its desirability, or the con- 
trary, from the standpoint of the; 
community and a practical con- 
sideration of the question as ap- 
plied to the Atlanta system. 

3. The desirability, or the con- 
trary, that the board should make 
a uniform policy in the system of 
co-education or separate educa- 
tion. 

4. Ways and means for putting 
into effect the committee’s recom- 
mendation. 

Based on Superintendent of 
Schools Willis A. Sutton’s last an- 
nual report in which he called at- 
tention to the “question of co-edu- 
cation,” the resolution says that as 
the board is now considering ex- 
tensive building programs for the 
senior and junior high schools, 
“any new construction ought to be 
in accordance with long-range 
planning.” 

Bond Action Deferred. 


Meanwhile, action on the 
board’s plan to request city coun- 
cil to float a bond issue to finance 
the building program and to do 
away with portable structures in 
Atlanta’s school system was de- 
layed until after the survey of the 
city’s needs is completed. Dr. 
Thomas H. Reed, municipal ex- 
pert, is to submit the report with- 
in 90 days, it was said. 

The board, however, agreed to 
send a committee before council to 
request removal immediately of 
portables “which constitute a fire 
hazard.” 


Sutton’s report on the question | 


of co-education, on which Mc- 
Clatchey’s resolution was based, 
said in part: 

“I believe that the best system of 
education in the world would give op- 
portunity for both boys and girls of 
all ages to be educated in a perfectly 
normal situation together. If the people 
of Atlanta could be brought to see it, 
I am convinced that the building of co- 
educational high schools in the four 
quadrants of the city would redound 
to the efficiency and training of the 
young people of our city. 

“The rivalry that now exists between 
high schools is not helpful. The educa- 
tion of boys and B gre entirely separate 
and apart from each other is not normal. 
I cannot but be honest. I have changed 
my own mind with reference to this 
matter in the last 15 or 20 years. 

City’s Preference. 

“The recommendations which I made 
with reference to the building of the 
Boys’ High school were made because of 
the feeling I have that the city prefers 
separate schools for boys and girls. If 
the board of education and the city 
should decide that co-education would be 

t, then of course plans for changing 
institutions like Boys’ High and ech 
High into co-educational institutions and 
the changing of the present Girls’ High 
school into a co-educational institution 
could be undertaken. 

“There may be other difficulties in 
the realization of such a plan. I know 
there is an intense feeling with refer- 
ence to this matter, but reason and sound 
judgment need hold sway in the 
minds of our people. 

“I am not in any sense urging that 
this matter be taken up immediately, 
but I do believe that a long-range plan- 
ning should be in the ‘thought and mind 
of the board of education.”

Among all the factors that indicate a future 
for Atlanta even brighter and more progressive 
than her enviable past, there is none which 
holds greater potentiality today than the newly 
vitalized Chamber of Commerce.

AMERICA AND THE FAR EAST 


It is perhaps not surprising, even if deplor- 
able, that public opinion in the United States 
is growing more and more unsettled by de- 
velopments incident to the undeclared war 
waging in China. A series of incidents, some 
fact and some, it has been revealed, either fic- 
tion or bad distortions of the truth, have served 
to provide fuel for emotional fires. The latest 
of these was the sinking of the miniature river 
gunboat, the U. 8. 8. Panay, in the Yangtze 
river. 

The Japanese have, with understandable 
haste, apologized for that outrage and pledged 
full amends. 

It was inevitable that these events should 
occur. So long as American vessels, American 
forces and American citizens remain in the 
danger zone, they are open to injury or death. 
Their objectives may be peaceful, but in the line 
of fire is a poor place to stay, if you don’t want 
to fight. 

The. American people as a whole must take 
thought of the future if the present situation 
continues on the path which, camouflage and 
excuse it as we will, is a path that leads to- 
wards war. 

With the American sympathy for the under- 
dog aroused, and with that sympathy strength- 
ened by new irritations, there might arise an 
American desire to put a stop to Japanese ag- 
gression in China. But there is only one way 
to accomplish this, That is by war. That would 
mean the shifting of Japanese fire from Chi- 
nese to Americans —that American youths, 
drafted into the fighting forces of the nation, 
would become the human targets for Japa- 
nese bombs from the air, for Japanese shells 
from the big guns and for the death-spattering 
machine guns of Tokyo. 

Is America, as-a people, prepared to pay this 
price? 

The answer appears obvious. There can be 
no more than a scattered- handful of hotheads, 
all over the nation, who would seriously ad- 
vocate that this country go to war with Nippon 
in order to defend China. Economic and dip- 
lomatic pressure today will not save China. 
Such steps, though, can and will arouse hostile 
sentiment in Japan—hostile to the United 
States—to a point where war would be the 
probable outcome. 

It has been estimated that it would cost 
$50,000,000,000 to this country to wage a war 
against Japan,‘and that it would require four 
years, at least, to bring such a conflict to suc- 
cessful conclusion. But no one has estimated 
what it would cost in the lives of young Amer- 
icans drafted into service, nor in sorrow for the 
bereaved ones at home. 

We must face the issue in realistic fashion. 
Whether we approve or disapprove, on moral 
grounds, of Japanese actions, are we prepared 
to pay the price which must be paid if we 
adopt the role of world policemen to enforce 
our own tenets of decency? 

It would be better to leave affairs:in the 
Orient to the ultimate working out of fate, and 
devote our own efforts to a war on crime, dis- 
ease and traffic casualties here in the United 
States. 

From the viewpoint of dollar diplomacy, 
American investments in Japan are nearly 
twice as great as in China and exports to Japan 
were nearly triple those to China, taking the 
figures for 1933 of the Department of Com- 
merce, and imports from Japan were more than 
triple. 


Are we willing to sacrifice our trade with 
Japan for the sake of a much smaller trade 
with Chiha? 


Great Britain, with more than five times 
the investment in China of the United States, 
has declined to initiate any measures against 
Japan. The British government has announced 
it will support any “reasonable” steps by the 
United States, but will not take the leadership. 
If Great Britain, with a five times greatet Chi- 
nese investment and with her Indian and Aus- 
tralian possessions affected, will not initiate ac- 
tion, is there any sense in the United States 
sacrificing herself to pull the chestnuts out of 
the fire?

“LET THERE BE NO STRIFE BETWEEN ME 
AND THEE FOR WE ARE BRETHREN” 


(Jerome Jones in the Journal of Labor.) 


“Let there be no strife between me and thee, 
for we are brethren.” 

Abraham had left his home land to seek a new 
land. His wanderings marked him as one of the 
world’s earliest pioneer citizens. : 

In the course of his eventful life he met many 
obstacles. Many social and economic problems 
confronted him. One of the most far-reaching 
ones is indicated in the quotation at the begin- 
ning of this article. It was one of the earliest 
capital and labor questions, only in this instance 
his employes and the employes of his nephew, Lot, 
had begun to contend with each other in a fash- 
ion that threatened to break out in open warfare. 
Abraham sensed the issues involved and quickly 
came to a very definite decision. Taking the po- 
sition that he who. takes the sword will surely 
perish by the sword, he proposed to Lot that he, 
Lot, choose the land which he would have for his 
pastures; that Abraham would take what Lot did 
not want. Thus the two divided, each going his 
own way, Abraham to the mountains and the bar- 
ren hills, but to a rich life; Lot to the fertile plains, 
to the cities, but to a barren life. 

Why do we refer to this story and quote this 
passage from one of the tense moments in Bib- 
lical history? We quote it for its application at 
the present moment. The workers of America are 
con i each other. Instead of mani- 
festing a friendly feeling, differences seem to be 
growing more bitter. We make use of this expres- 
sion from the Bible to appeal to President Green 
and those associated with him and to Vice Presi- 
dent Lewis and those associated with him, to catch 
the spirit of Abraham of old.

It costs as much as $200, although

This is stated 
outright and frankly by Herr Hit- 
ler. ' 

Look now if the Chancellor- 
Fuehrer is not keeping his promise 
made long ago in his famous book. 
In Spain, the Fuehrer has not only 
done his little share toward mak- 
ing trouble and turning the coun- 
try into an inferno, but he has tak- 
en right from under the nose of 
France the richest iron ore, man- 
ganese, copper, zinc, tin and lead 
mines in Europe. How the thing 
was done will be fully known 
when the archives are opened 
some day. But enough is known 
to establish beyond a peradventure 
of a doubt that the revolt of the 
generals against the republic was 
planned in Berlin and that several 
years ago.

Minister Hirota -pre- 
sented a similar note to Sir Rob- 
ert Craigie, British ambassador ‘to 
Japan, concerning the Sunday 
bombing of the British gunboats 
Bee and Ladybird.

The imperial headquarters,

‘Bluebeard’s’ Sixth Known Victim 


Is Found in Fontainbleau Forest 


Eugene Weidmann, 29-Year-Old ‘Murderer for Money,’ 
Draws Map in Prison To Guide Investigators to 
Grave of Mrs. Jeanne Keller.. 


PARIS, Dec. 14.—(UP)—Mobile 
guards and grave diggers,: guided 
through Fontainebleau forest by a 
crude map drawn by Eugene 
Weidmann, today discovered the 
body of the German “Bluebeard’s” 
sixth known victim in a cavern 
where 18th century brigands hid 
their loot. 

The body, with two bullet holes 
in the back of the head, was that 
of Mrs. Jeanne Keller, pretty 
young Alsatian woman whom 
Weidmann shot as they strolled 
along a winding path of the forest 
after he had lured her to Paris. 


The 29-year-old killer, whom 
police believe may have slain 12 
or more persons in his brief but 
ruthless career of “murder for 
money,” said blandly that he used 
cash taken from the bodies of Miss 
Jean De Koven, of Brooklyn, and 
Mrs. Keller to take tango and 
rumba lessons. 


Wanted To Be Attractive. 


“I thought I would be more at- 
tractive to women if I knew the 
latest dances,” said the man who 
strangled the 22-year-old Brook- 
lyn girl to death with his big 
hands,- 

Weidmann confessed the mur- 
der of Mrs. Keller on October 24 
to his woman lawyer, Mile. Renee 
Jardin, who once taught at Wel- 
lesley College in Massachusetts. 

“You have such a gentle voice,” 
he told her, tears streaming down 


his cheeks, when she visited him 
in his prison cell. 

“IT am going to tell you about 
another woman.” 

He broke down then and de- 
scribed how he and Roger Million, 
alleged “brains” of the murder 
syndicate, who also is under ar- 
rest, took Mrs, Keller to Fontaine- 
bleau forest, killed her and buried 
her body in a sandstone cave 
known as Brigands’ cavern. 

Deny Aiding Killer. 

Million, held in jail with his 
mistress, Mile. Collette Tricot, and 
a youth named Jean Leblanc, 
angrily denied aiding in the mur- 
der of the 30-year-old Alsatian 
woman from Strasbourg or the 
murder of Roger Leblond, a theat- 
rical agent. 

Weidmann, who enticed women 
to their deaths by advertising him- 
self as “an elegant man” who 
wanted a housekeeper or employ- 
ment as a guide, told investigators 
he could not tell them how to 
reach Mrs. Keller’s grave but that 
he could draw a map for them. 

For two hours, in his prison cell, 
he worked laboriously over the 
map which led mobile guards to 
the historic highwayman’s hide- 
out near Barbizon, 37 miles. south= 


east of Paris on the fringe of Fon= 


tainebleau forest with its deep 
foliage and sandstone quarries, 

There, beneath a heap of stone 
used recently by Boy Scouts for 
a camp fire, was unearthed the 
woman’s body. It was covered 
with 12 inches of light sand. 


President-to-Emperor Message 
Expected to Force Ruler’s Reply 


By KIRKE L. SIMPSON. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—(4)— 
President Rooseevlt’s request that 
the Emperor of Japan be inform- 
ed personally of his concern at 
“indiscriminate” Japanese bomb- 


ing has resulted in a_ flood of 
speculation. 

Normally, heads of states com- 
municate with each other only by 
expressions of sympathy in event 
of disasters and deaths, or by 
congratulations on national or 
personal anniversaries. The Presi- 
dent’s order that the Japanese 
ambassador be requested to ad- 
vise the Emperor of his feeling 
marked a distinct diplomatic de- 
parture. 

It was emphasized doubly; first 
by publication of the President’s 
memorandum to Secretary Hull, 
and also by the fact that the. Pres- 
ijent, in his own handwriting, had 
substituted “requests” for the 
milder “suggests” typed into the 
memorandum. 

Some observers thought Mr. 
Roosevelt expected a reply from 
the Emperor himself, expressing 
his regret over the sinking of the 
American gunboat Panay by Jap- 
anese aircraft. Others were in- 


tio as merely a_ gesture to 
strengthen the American protest. 
Emperor Supreme. 
There is still another angle to 
be considered. Under the organi- 
zation of the Japanese govern- 
ment, the armed forces of the 
empire are directly responsible 
only to the Emperor in all mat- 
ters of military strategy and tac- 
tics. Neither the cabinet nor the 
diet (congress) intervenes. 

The President’s action appears 
to reflect the view of the govern- 
ment here that the military ele- 
ment in Japan is in complete con- 
trol, not only of operations in 
China but of policy making in 
Tokyo which involves those oper- 
ations in any way.

HIGH COURT GETS 
HOLDING UNIT TEST 


Government Seeks Quick 
Decision on Electric Bond 
and Share Suit. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—(4)— 


A suit challenging the Roosevelt 
administration’s attempt to regu- 
late, split up, or abolish holding 
companies controlling billions of 
dollars of interstate gas and elec- 
tric properties reached the su- 
preme court today. 

The litigation arrived in the 
form of an appeal by the Electric 
Bond and Share Company, which 
called the 1935 utility holding 
company act unconstitutional. 

The Department of Justice has 
agreed that validity of the statute 
should be tested by this litigation. 
There were strong indications that 
the government would seek a 
prompt decision. 

Joined by 26 subsidiaries, the 
top holding company in the Elec- 
tric Bond and Share system sought 
a review of a decision by the sec- 
ond .circuit court of appeals at 
New York.

Héwever, the children in the 
boarding school, who received a 
daily ration of vitamin D to sup- 
plement their otherwise excellent 
diet, had only 1.7 cavities per 
child, whereas the children in the 
day nursery (age from 2 to 7 
years) had 14.6 cavities per child. 

And don’t let any one know I 
said so, but Dr. Collett observed 
that care of the teeth, brushing the 
teeth, apparently had nothing to 
do with the better condition of the 
teeth of the children in the board- 
ing school who got their vitamin D 
every day. In fact the toothbrush 
and other mouth hygiene other 
than filling cavities was dispensed 
with in the boarding school group, 
whereas the day nursery group, 
who did not get their daily ration 
of Vitamin D and had so many 
cavities in their teeth, had _ to 
brush their teeth daily at school. 

Among the various pleasant 
ways to take vitamin D to supple- 
ment the ordinary or normal diet 
(which is certain to be deficient 
in vitamin D) I may mention 
drinking vitamin D milk—either 
such milk produced by cows fed 
irradiated yeast or milk-irradiated 
with ultraviolet light—instead of 
ordinary milk; taking say five 
drops of irradiated ergosterol in 
oil; or eating two or three tab- 
lets of irradiated yeast daily.

Lefty Took Earned-Run 4 
Leadership; Allen Top- 
ped Won-Lost Column 


CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—(4)—Ver- 
non (Lefty) Gomez, of New York, 
the fellow they said was 
“through” a year or so ago, and 
ohnny Allen, of Cleveland, di- 
vided individual pitching honors 
during the past American league 
season, official averages showed 
today.

The other 20- 
game winner in th. junior circuit 
was “Red” Ruffing, also of the 
Yankees, who suffered only seven 
setbacks.

Woman Slain in Attempted 
Attack on Friend. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 14.—(/)

As she lost 
consciousness she said she heard 
shots. Soon after she heard the 
killer apparently taking a shower, 
dress and leave the house.

Guiomar Novaes, B Ae pa Pianist, 
Delights Capacity Audience Here 


Guiomar Novaes, great woman 
pianist from Brazil, charmed and 
thrilled a capacity audience at the 
Atlanta Woman’s Club auditorium 
last night with the versatility of 
her technique, the beauty of her 
tone, and the depth of her inter- 
pretations. The program was the 
second in the artist series of the 
Atlanta Music Club, of which 
Mrs. Thad Morrison is president. 

Mme. Novaes created a sensa- 
tion with the audience, and re- 
ceived ovation.after ovation. She 
is to be reckoned, not merely as 
great among women pianists, but 
as great among pianists of both 
sexes. In fact, her technique pos- 
sesses a virile power, and there 
is such freshness and vitality to 
her performances that even after 
the most taxing of programs, she 
looks. as rested after the final en- 
core as at the opening number. 

Play Not Feminine. 

No, there is nothing feminine 

about her playing—that is, fem- 
inine in the sense of a limited 
strength. And yet there is enough 
of the womanly heart in her tone 
to set her work up as refined and 
sensitively beautiful art. 
Mme. Novaes opened her pro- 
am with three Scarlatti sonatas, 
and she won her audience at the 
beginning with the crystal clear- 
ness of her finger dexterity and 
the charming delicacy in which 
these numbers were delivered. 

The Beethoven sonata in E flat, 
Opus 27, No. 1, a sonata in the 
style of a fantasia, confirmed the 
fact that Mme. Novaes is a mas- 
terful artist, for her interpreta- 
tion of this work was all that one 
could desire. 


To this writer the highlight of 
the program was the “Variations 
and Fugue on a Theme of Handel, 
in B flat, Opus 24,” by Brahms. 


The work is one of Brahms’ love- 
liest piano compositions, and Mme. 
Novaes bestowed upon it un- 
bounded measure of artistic pian- 
ist. And in the 24 variations and 
the fugue, there lay, it seemed, 
the complete scale of emotional 
and technical demands, all of 
which the pianist met triumphant- 
ly. In response to the flood of ap- 
preciation, her encore after this 
number was “Polish Song,” Cho- 
pin-Liszt. 
‘Modern Composers. 

After intermission the program 
was largely from modern com- 
posers. Three dances by Spencer 
Norton in classic style with mod- 
ern~ harmonies were “Gavotte,” 
“Minuet,” and “Jig.” A happy con- 
trast was the Chopin “Impromptu 
in F sharp Major, Opus 36,” and 
then another modern group, this 
time De Falla—‘“‘Dance of Terror” 
and “Dance of the Miller,” both 
exceedingly attractive. 

To the ovation accorded her she 
graciously responded. She was re- 
called again and again to give a 
list of encores which included 
“Ballet of the Blessed Spirits” 
from “Orfeo,” Gluck-Friedmann; 
“Alceste,” Gluck - Saint - Saens; 
Chopin’s “Butterfly Etude;” a ca- 
denza from the Beethoven con- 
certo by Saint-Saens; “Caprice,” 
Brahms: and “March, Little Sol- 
dier,” from “Childhood Memo- 
ries,’ by Octavio Pinot, who is 
the husband ,of Mme. Novaes.
